SOS will review
the language as this language was approved by SOS and provided to DMV.

Some DMV-14 Change of Address forms delayed. DMV has implemented a new procedure for field offices that requires
sending original to HQ upon receipt from customers and encouraging customers to file online and/or mail the form
themselves but will not turn away a form.

AB796 Upgrade Status
DMV provided an update on their AB796 upgrades. They are currently in Stage 2 within the CDT stage gate process.

Debrief of the AVR Outcomes in the 2022 General Election
Task Force discussed potential impacts to the DMV workload due to the Election. Due to the nature of business voters
do with the DMV, they do not see an uptick in the number of registrations as we get closer to an election.
